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U of Maryland May Join BARC in Research 
Center on Biotechnology Near Ag Library

The University of Mary¬ 
land is exploring the possi¬ 
bility of developing an Agri¬ 
cultural Biotechnical Center 
in conjunction with the 
Beltsville Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center (BARC) on 
land designated as surplus 
within the 7,200-acre BARC 
complex. A draft proposal 
has been circulated to con¬ 
gressional, state and coun¬ 
ty officials. If given the 
green light, funding for the 
project could come from 
federal, state and county 
coffers. 

“The combined efforts of sci¬ 
entists from BARC and the Uni¬ 
versity could result in one of the 
strongest agricultural centers in 
the nation." the proposal states. 

The 9.6-acre site desired for 
the facility is part of a 13-acre 
tract recommended for excessing 
by the United States Department 
of Agriculture (USDA) and the 
General Servces Administra¬ 
tion (GSA). 

Located north of the National 
Agricultural Library, Parcel 5 
(see maps) is bounded by U.S. 
Route 1, Sunnyside Avenue, 
Rhode Island Avenue and Bu¬ 
chanan Road. Over the years the 
battle by local, state and federal 
elected officials has been to resist 
excessing of land within BARC. 
But BARC has advised the Na¬ 
tional Capital Planning Com¬ 
mission (NCPC) that “the prop¬ 
erty is no longer critical to its 
mission in agricultural research 
and that it is unrealistic to ex¬ 
pect any future office develop¬ 
ment on the site." 


stallation. 

NCPC in its April 4 report to 
GSA agreed that GSA should be 
allowed to sell 9.6 acres of Parcel 
5 with the remaining 3.3 acres 
retained by BARC “to ensure the 
character and Integrity of the 
setting" of the library and the 
BARC headquarters complex. 
NCPC recommended that if the 
property is declared surplus, “the 
future use . . . should be park, 
open space or related agricul¬ 
ture research which respects, and 
is sensitive to, the library and 
Agricultural Research Service 
headquarters complex.” 

Earl E. Jones, Commissioner 
of GSA's Federal Property Re¬ 
sources Serv.ce. explained that 
Parcel 5 and other parcels pro¬ 
posed for surplus “are being 
screened with public bodies." 
Lands that are declared surplus 
are first offered to federal agen¬ 


cies. NCPC observed that the 
commission is unaware of any 
federal agency interested in the 
properties. 

The University of Maryland 
has made known to the GSA its 
interest in Parcel 5. The possi¬ 
bility of a negotated sale to the 
University of Maryland is “being 
looked at," said Jones, adding 
that the last option is to put the 
land on the market for competi¬ 
tive bids or auction. GSA has 
made no final decisions, Jones 
explained, saying that “We are 
in the process of deliberation and 
trying to move ahead. We hope 
a determination will be made in 
the next 60 days.” 

If agreements cannot be 
reached on the disposition of fed¬ 
eral lands or if there is a con¬ 
flict between GSA and other fed-

BARC Acreage Whittled Away 
Almost 50 % Over the Years

The many attempts over the years to chip away at 
Beltsville Agricultural Research Center (BARC) lands 
have consistently drawn fire from Greenbelt's City Council, 
county, state and federal elected officials and area citizen 
groups. These moves to declare a large part of BARC “ex¬ 
cess” were seen as threatening the center's effectiveness 
by causing a cut-back on research projects and by reducing 
the last open wedges of green space along the Baltimore- 
Washington corridor. There was also concern that private 
developers might eventually obtain some of the excess land. 

Originally 14,000 acres, the In addition to Parcel 5 (see

COUNCIL BOND ISSUE HEARING 
DRAWS SUPPORT DESPITE COST

The cost of the city’s proposed $6 million bond issue 
may not represent any appreciable difference to taxpayers, 
in light of the tax differential program which cut property 
taxes by 31 cents last year and will decrease taxes another 
eight cents this year, and of the anticipated growth in the 
tax base through new development. 


In the “worst case" result, the 
bond issue could raise Greenbelt 
property taxes as much as 23 
cents per 100 assessed value, ex¬ 
plained Michael McLaughlin, city 
administrative assistant at the 
April 12 city council public hear¬ 
ing. An unlikely situation. 

Unanimously endorsed by the 
city council the proposed bond 
issue has a ceiling of $6 million, 
targeted for three separate 
areas: city building improve¬ 
ments. swimming pool facilities, 
and park and land acquisition and 
improvements. 

According to council member 
Thomas White the council at¬ 
tempted to achieve a balance be¬ 
tween the three areas, allotting 
$2 million in bond funds for each. 

During the hearing, of the 
nearly 50 Greenbelt citizens pres¬ 
ent. all who spoke favored the 
bond issue. 

Councilmember Richard Pilski 
cautioned the audience that their 
enthusiastic support did not 
necessarily reflect the feelings of 
all 3,000 Greenbelt voters. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld added. 
“We're concerned that when peo¬ 
ple vote they are aware and edu¬ 
cated (about the bond issue)-” 
He urged those citizens present 
to form a steering committee to 
develop strategies to promote 
support for the bond issue. 

Greenbelt resident Joe Isaacs 
ariced. “W T hat's it going to cost 
me." He said that “the list of 
needs is impressive, and worthy, 
but what is the cost to Greenbelt 
citizens?" 

Forum on Bond Issue 
Set by CFG for May 2 

“The X. Y. Z.’s of the 1985 
Bond Issue—Facts and Figures" 
will be the subject of the Citi¬ 
zens for Greenbelt (CFG) meet¬ 
ing on Thursday evening. May 2 
at 7:30 p.m. at the Council 
Chambers in the Municipal 
Building. 

In response to a vote of the 
members at the annual meeting 
bond issue discussion in March 
and the desire expressed by the 
city council for city civic asso¬ 
ciation participation in holding 
information and question and an¬ 
swer meetings on the scope and 
segments of the six million dollar 
bond issue, CFG is holding its 
second session on this vital issue 
affecting not only the tax rate 
but the quality of life in this 
rapidly growing community. 

At a meeting of the new Exe¬ 
cutive Board April 11, Keith 
Chernikoff, vice president was 
appointed moderator for the 
meeting which will focus on fig¬ 
ures. costs and possible priori¬ 
ties. The public is invited. 

Gudrun Christenson was ap¬ 
pointed chair of the Ad Hoc La¬ 
bor Day Festival Committee, and 
Mary Lin strom. re-appointed 
chair of the Health and Safety 
Committee was named as liaison 
to the Greenbelt Charette Coor¬ 
dinating Committee. Irene Hen- 
sel and Barry Schlesinger were 
reappointed to the Transportation 
and Zoning Committee chairs re¬ 
spectively, 

David Moran was reappointed 
as liaison to the Fiftieth Anni¬ 
versary Committee, 


City Manager James Giese ad¬ 
dressed costs. He said, “We 
started off with the worst figure. 
If we sold all the bonds at one 
time, paid ten per cent interest, 
which is on the high side, for 30 
years, the current amount of tax 
levy would be 23 cents added to 
the current rate." According ot 
McLaughlin, this increase would 
mean paying $69 more on a house 
assessed at $30,000. 

Bond Sale 

Internal Revenue regulations 
call for a c'.ty to use the money 
from a bond issue within a year 
after the sale of the bonds, ac¬ 
cording to McLaughlin. The city, 
unable to undertake all the proj¬ 
ects at once, expects to meet IRS 
regulations by spreading sale of 
the bonds over a period of sev¬ 
eral years. 

If the bonds were sold in $2 
million increments over three 
years, property tax rates coula 
increase by eight cents in 1987. 
14 cents in 1988, and 18 cents in 
1989. McLaughlin explained. The 
tax rates could then decrease in 
the following years to 16 cents 
by 1990, and 14 cents by 1991 
due to projected growth in the 
city's tax base, 

Giese added that these were 
working figures and were not 
committed to paper. “Impact to 
taxpayers is extremely difficult to 
decide," he said. “There are 
many variables in determining 
out-of-pocket cost to the tax¬ 
payer." 

Janet Johnson, a Greenbelt 
resident, said, “We need to be 
careful that people don't become 
hysterical when figuring the cost. 
Take a look at what we are get¬ 
ting. Is the increase in taxes as 
significant as the cost of gasoline 
to drive my children to places 
that have facilities that Green¬ 
belt doesn't have?" 

“There are places in the world 
where you pay nothing and get 
nothing," said Albert Herlipg, an¬ 
other resident favoring the bond. 
“Taxes, a supreme court justice 
once said, are dues we pay for 
a civilized society. I’d like to 
think Greenbelt is as civilized as 
the rest of the world." 

“What if we don't pass this?" 
he added. “What will happen to 
our city, to the quality of life?" 

White said if the bond issue is 
not passed, it will affect every¬ 
day services. Citizens could ex¬ 
pect to “pay as you go" for

Information About 
The Six Million Dollar Bond Issue 

Dear Greenbelt Resident: 

This is the second of a series of articles on the bond issue proposal. This article 
will provide a description of some of the projects proposed to be undertaken with 
the bond funds. 

GREEN FOR GREENBELT 

PARK LAND ACQUISITION AND IMPROVEMENT 

The importance of green space in the original planning of the city can never be overstated. 
It’s why Greenbelt is called Greenbelt. To a great extent, it is the park areas thiait distinguish 
this community from others. 

The Council has allocated $2,000,000 of the proposed bond issue for the acquisition and im¬ 
provement of park land. 

Park Acquisition 

With development continuing in the city, it is essential to acquire park land while it is still 
available. Having bond funds authorized for park land acquisition will allow the city to take 
advantage of opportunities to acquire land in strategic locations to buffer and control develop¬ 
ment. In particular, the city would like to obtain more land in those sections of the city 
where most development is taking place now, in the vicinity of the North way Fields, and near 
Greenbelt Lake. 

City residents have recognized the importance of green space on many occasions. Voters 
strongly supported two previous bond issues in 1965 and 1969 which were used to acquire thir¬ 
teen tracts of land- City election questionnaires continue to reflect strong citizen support for 
park acquisition. 

Park Improvement 

While over past years Greenbelt has been purchasing park land, the city has done very little 
in the way of park improvement. Since much of the land acquired is to be kept in a natural 
state and serve as green space, limited development is planned. The following are proposed 
major park development projects: 

Buddy Attick Park and Greenbelt Lake - It always has been difficult to plan improvements 
to this park that will benefit the residents of the city and will not result in attracting greater 
crowds of nonresidents who also enjoy the beauty of the park. A master plan for the park has 
been worked on for a number of years. It is nearing final adoption, and bond funds can be 
used to implement some of the plan’s recommendations. 

Greenbelt Lake is in need of major maintenance. The area around the peninsula and other 
areas need to be dredged. The spillway at the dam requires repair. It may be necessary to re¬ 
pair the dam itself. Erosion control measures need to be taken along sections of the shore line. 

North way Fields - Braden Field is heavily used. We want to acquire surplus school proper¬ 
ty adjcent to the newly developed ball fields at the eastern end of Northway Road for the devel¬ 
opment of a multiple ball field complex to ease the pressure on Braden Field use. By having 
separate fields for football, soccer, baseball and softball, it will be possible to give each field 
time to rest and for the grass to reestablish itself. It is also proposed to provide lighting and 
some related facilities such as restrooms, parking and picnic sites. 

Perimeter Trail and Other Trails - The development of pedestrian/bicycle trails has been 
strongly supported in the last two election questionnaires. The city has acquired park land a- 
long the western side of the Baltimore-Washington Parkway and along the border of the Agri¬ 
cultural Research Center. A pedestrian-bicycle trail is proposed on this land which, when fully 
developed will extend from the Research Center to North End School. The trail will connect 
with Greenbriar via the Spellman Overpass, with the Northway Fields and Northway Road, and 
with Laurel Hill Road and Hamilton Place. 

Another proposed trail is planned to connect the Roosevelt Center with Springhill Lake and 
the Beltway Plaza. Rights-of-way are still needed. If these two trails and some other connect¬ 
ing trails are completed, it will be possible to walk from one section of the city to almost every 
other section on the trail system. 

Schrom Hills Park - Thirty-<seven (37). acres of undeveloped park land, located adjacent to 
Hunting Ridge in the area recently annexed, will soon be transferred at nominal cost from the 
Maryland-National Capital Park and Planning Commission to the city. It is to serve as a neigh¬ 
borhood park for the residents of Hunting Ridge, Windsor Green and new subdivisions in the 
area. Plans for this land will be developed in consultation with the residents of the area- 

GETTING IN THE SWIM 

SWIMMING POOL FACILITIES 

Swimming is considered to be one of the best forms of exercise for people of all ages. It 
is a recognized lifetime sport. It’s also fun. It is particularly beneficial to senior citizens and 
persons with physical handicaps. As a result, swimming is becoming an increasingly popular 
year-round form of exercise. The Council has allocated $2,000,000 of the bond issue for swim¬ 
ming facilities. 

New Indoor Pool 

Swimming is popular in Greenbelt. Besides the city pool, there are eight other outdoor 
pools serving various areas of the city. However, there are no public indoor pools located near 
Greenbelt. In the 1983 election questionnaire, voters ranked an indoor pool facility third as a 
reason for issuing bonds- An indoor pool will benefit residents of all sections of the city. 

With proper programming, an indoor pool will offer recreational swimming, exercise (lap) 
swimming, swimming lessons, and therapeutic exercise for senior citizens, persons with handi¬ 
caps, and others. It will provide a needed facility for training and developing local partici¬ 
pants for area, regional and state competitions — which might ultimately result in Olympic 
competition by a Greenbelter- 

The location and plans for a pool will not be determined until the city has the advice of a 
pool architect. Locating the pool next to the outdoor city pool and the sharing of facilities 
will be explored. The city also will consider the feasability of enclosing the outdoor pool instead 
of building a new facility. Other health and fitness facilities such as exercise equipment, a 
sauna, and a whirlpool will be considered, as well. 

Outdoor Pool Improvements 

The city’s outdoor pool was built in 1938 and rebuilt, in 1965. A study of the facility is 
being done to determine the condition of the pool’s pumps, plumbing, and filtration equipment. 
Underground drain lines are leaking and in need of repair. This will require the removal and 
replacement of much of the pool deck. The study will consider modifying the pool to provide 
a 25-meter length for competitive swimming, and to better accommodate access by handicapped 
persons. 

The bath house, also built in 1938, is in poor condition and needs to be rehabilitated. If 
the indoor pool is located next to the outdoor pool, a common dressing room-locker-toilet area 
could serve both facilities.

April, 1935 
50 Years Ago

April 1936 was an especially eventful month in the Green- 
belt story. Things were happening on all fronts* 

The first and most important occurrence was the passage of 
the Emergency Relief Act of 1935 which had been requested by 
President Roosevelt in January and had been debated by Congress 
for months. This bill was finally passed by Congress and sent to 
the president for his signature- On April 8 it was signed into law 
by President Roosevelt. Its magnitude was mind-boggling. 

The appropriation was for $4,880,000,000* the largest single 
peacetime appropriation in the history of the nation. Its size, 
and the wide discretionary powers given the president in its use, 
marked a turning point in the New Deal* Although there were 
guidelines, the president was not strictly limited in the types of 
projects he could authorize for use of the work relief funds. Ac¬ 
cording to the comptroller general, the president ‘‘could adopt any 
otherwise lawful Federal project he desired*” 

So now, after months of rather theoretical planning for new 
town development, money was finally available to make the 
plans a reality. However, the exact amount of money that would 
be available for new town construction was still not known. The 
president had not yet decided how to allocate the almost 5 billion 
dollars that congress had voted, and that decision would not come 
until the end of the summer. Meanwhile, considerable jockeying 
for position was taking place among various people and agencies, 
each of whom had lists of worthy projects to present to the 
president. 

Even though the agency to carry out the new towns program 
had not been officially created, Rexford Guy Tugwell had given 
the go-ahead for some preliminary planning (and even some land 
acquisition). Research was begun by a group organized by War¬ 
ren Vinton (which later became the research section of the Re¬ 
settlement Administration's Suburban Division). It began to look 
at more than one hundred major cities near which new towns 
might be built- By April 12, the survey had narrowed the list 
down to 19 possibilities. (The list would later be reduced to nine, 
then to five, and finally by a process of attrition to the three 
towns which were actually built — Greenbelt, Maryland; Green- 
hills, Ohio; and Greendale, Wisconsin.) 

A month earlier, in March, the Federal government had be¬ 
gun to acquire land to build a new town near the Beltsville Agri¬ 
cult uarl Research Center in Maryland- But now Rex Tugwell 
and John Lansill, his top aid, were beginning to have second 
thoughts about relocating one of the planned communities in the 
Washington area. They were concerned that a location near the 
nation's capital would cause the project to be subject to an unusu¬ 
al amount of scrutiny by Congress and the press. Wallace Rich¬ 
ards, the #3 man on the new team, argued against this view. 
He felt that it was important to have one of the demonstration 
projects close to Washington. His view prevailed, and planning 
continued on he Greenbelt Project. 

At the end of the month, on April 30, President Roosevelt creat¬ 
ed the Resettlement Administration (RA) by Executive Order 
7027, with Tugwell as its head. Tfhe RA would have a number of 
responsibilities, one of which would be the building of new towns- 

The new town program now had a sponsoring agency and 
financing.

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GHI Board Ponders Fate of Two Homes 
Needing Renovation Work for Resale 
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Greenbelt Pizza-Sub

The merits and cost of 
renovation and repair of two 
GHI units — one recently 
abandoned and one a GHI- 
owned rental unit — were 
the subject of extensive de¬ 
bate at the April 11 meet¬ 
ing of the Board of Direct¬ 
ors of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI). Also covered at the 
meeting were a report on a 
landscaping project, a recap¬ 
ping of past policy in grant¬ 
ing exemption to the occu¬ 
pancy criteria, creation of a 
new ad hoc parking commit¬ 
tee, and review of the infor¬ 
mation packet to be sent to 
the membership on rehab of 
the larger townhouses. 

At this meeting Board Mem¬ 
ber Mark Dombrowski announced 
his resignation from the Board, 
effective immediately, citing per¬ 
sonal reasons. He described as 
enjoyable the experience of serv¬ 
ing on the Board. The Board 
agreed not to name a replace¬ 
ment for the weeks before the 
May 22 annual meeting, at which 
time a candidate will be elected 
to fill the second year of Dam- 
browski*s term. Five others will 
be elected to the Board for two- 
year terms. 

Repair of Two Frame Units 

Board and management dis¬ 
cussed at length the level and 
type of renovation appropriate 
in order to put the frame units 
on the market. Each unit, in poor 
shape, needs a number of re¬ 
pairs to meet resale standards. 
Several board members argued 
that only required repairs should 
be made and that where possible 
work should be performed by 
the GHI maintenance staff. How¬ 
ever, GHI Manager Ron Colton 
was persuasive in his argument 
that in one case GHI would re¬ 
coup the cost of repair at resale, 
and that in both instances it was 
better for the corporation to do 
a thorough renovation and thus 
avoid problems later. The Board 
approved both contracts ($9,800 
and $8,COO) and authorized work 
to begin as soon as possible. 

Parking Committee 

Acting in response to a recom¬ 
mendation from the Buildings 
and Grounds Committee, the 
Board passed a motion to create 
an ad hoc parking and garage 
committee. Mike Prosise, B&G 
Committee Chairman, reported 
that his group felt the parking 
problem in GHI was very severe. 
He recommended, in addition to 
the new parking committee, that 
GHI hire a full-time parking en¬ 
forcement officer and bring the 
issue before the membership at 
the annual meeting. While to 
most Board members it appeared

premature to discuss the issue 
at the annual meeting, the Board 
recognized members' concerns 
and suggested perhaps a special 
membership meeting after the 
parking committee has developed 
some new proposals. 

Landscaping 

Management presented a plan 
for landscaping the rental ga¬ 
rages. The first site selected is 
at the intersection of Ridge Road 
and Southway (the garages ad¬ 
joining the 17 court of Ridge 
Road), The design, which the 
Board approved, is intended to 
complement the planting which 
the city has done on Southway. 
Board suggestions included re¬ 
ferring the plan to the Aesthetics 
and Environment Committee, in¬ 
cluding plantings other than 
spring flowers, and adding some 
evergreens. 

Larger Townhouse Rehab 

GHI membership will be asked 
to approve a rehabilitation plan 
for the larger townhouses. The 
Board reviewed the information 
packet to be sent to the member¬ 
ship descr.bing this plan. The 
cost is not to exceed $200,000, 
Although many residents of the 
larger townhouses have express¬ 
ed support for the rehab plan, 
management was instructed to 
survey all larger townhouse own¬ 
ers before the annual meeting. 

Occupancy Criteria 

Management presented a sum¬ 
mary of the Board's past actions 
in approving exemptions to the 
occupancy criteria, specifically 
that portion which limits occu¬ 
pancy to families and prohibits 
the sharing of homes by room¬ 
mates or boarders. Past approved 
exemptions seem to fall into 


three categories: exemptions 
granted because of medical prob¬ 
lems, financial hardships or need 
for companionship. In the dis¬ 
cussion that followed, several 
members questioned whether 
the occupancy criteria could be 
changed without a corresponding 
change in the mutual ownership 
contracts. That question is one 
of several raised earlier by the 
Member and Community Rela- 
t : ons Committee in its report to 
the Board and request for legal 
opinion. The issue was referred 
back to the committee by the 
Board. 

Other Matters 

Margaret Hogensen reported 
that she has been elected to the 
National Cooperative Bank Board 
of Directors. She also provided 
a legislative update and reported 
that although the consumer co¬ 
operative bill was passed by the 
Maryland legislature, the housing 
bill, in a disappointing develop¬ 
ment, did not clear the Judiciary 
Committee in time for a vote. 
Several Board members spoke in 
favor of a GHI memorial to 
Charlie Schwan. Assistant Mana¬ 
ger Steve Wright was commend¬ 
ed for his work with the ad hoc 
By-laws Committee in preparing 
revisions for membership approv¬ 
al.

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DEVELOPMENT POINTS IP 
NEED FOR PMKLMD

Keeping the green in Greenbelt is a major purpose of 
the city’s proposed bond issue. To that end, $2 million, 

Vs of the bond issue, has been set aside for parkland acqui¬ 
sition and development. 

Where is the land? The seemingly endless and over¬ 
night sprouting of new office buildngs and townhomes may 
make it appear that the city’s greenspace has reached its 
limits. However, there are areas where a tree or plant 
can still sprout and grow in the city. It is these areas that 
city officials would like to obtain before it is too late. 


While no particular parcel has 
been designated for acquisition, 
two sites are often mentioned. 
Surplus school property on Par¬ 
cels One and Two are mentioned 
as ideal for expanding the North¬ 
way Fields at the end of North¬ 
way extended. More property 
there would permit separate 
fields for baseball, football, soft- 
ball and soccer. Separate fields 
would allow the grass to grow 
and reestablish between playing 
seasons. Another parcel of land 
may also be available near the 
Cake Park. Also, rights-of-way 
are needed to complete proposed 
pedestrian/ibicycle trails for the 
city. 

Areas where development is 
occurring are highlighted as 
areas where parkland is needed. 
A city packet on the bond issue 
explains, “Having bond funds 
authorized for parkland acquisi¬ 
tion will allow the city to take 
advantage of opportunities to ac¬ 
quire land in strategic locations 
to 'buffer and control develop¬ 
ment. r> It would have been nice, 
explains Councilmember Thomas 
White, to have had easements be¬ 
tween Beltway Plaza and Spring- 
hill Lake. Unfortunately this is 
no longer possible. However, the 
bond issue could make such city 
easements possible for future 
developing areas. One possible 
area, suggests White, might be 
around the future METRO sta¬ 
tion. 

Judging from the comments at 
a public forum on Monday, April 
15, the idea of parkland acquisi¬ 
tion has much support in the 
community. Mat Amberg said, 
“Greenbelt has been growing lar¬ 
ger, but it has also been growing 
closer to Baltimore and Wash¬ 
ington and other points in all 
directions ... It is impinged upon 
in many ways . . , more inviting 
for real estate developers to come 
and put down restaurants, fast 
food places and hotels every¬ 
where and unless we acquire such 

Kindergarten Registration 

Kindergarten Registration con¬ 
tinues April 29 and 30. All 
children who will be five years 
bid on or before January 1, 1986, 
are eligible for registration in 
kindergarten classes this fall. 

Registration for kindergarten 
requires parents or legal guard¬ 
ians to provide both a proof of 
age (birth certificate) and a 
proof of residency in Prince Ge¬ 
orges County, which also includes 
the completion of the Affidavit 
of Disclosure to verify residency 
as required by law. 

In addition, all children enter¬ 
ing the public schools for the 
first time must provide proof of 
immunization against various 
diseases, as required by the 
Maryland State Department of 
Health.

fCouncilmember Toni Bram 
listed her particular preferences 
for parkland as parts of Parcels 
One and Two and Parcel 15 near 
the lake. As far as the bond is¬ 
sue goes. White said, “My main 
focus is acquisition of open space 
and parkland development." 

While much of the proposed 
parkland is envisioned as green- 
space to be kept in a natural 
state, some limited development 
is planned. Such development may 
be the extension of pedestrian/ 
bicycle trails so that it will be 
possible to reach almost any sec¬ 
tion of the city on the trail sys¬ 
tem. One proposed trail would go 
from Candy Cane City through 
Braden Field to the Attick Lake 
Park, through Capital Office Park 
and then under the Capital Belt- 
way to Springhill Lake. Another 
trail would parallel the Balti¬ 
more/Washington Parkway going 
past Gardenway, Northway, and 
North End School wher^ it would 
connect with Research Road. 

Park improvements are plan¬ 
ned also for the Northway Ball 
Field complex and the Attick 
Lake Park. In addition to extra 
fields, the Northway Field de¬ 
velopments would include lights, 
storage facilities, restrooms, and 
announcer's booth and picnic 
area. Suggested Attick Lake 
Park improvements include con¬ 
cession / restroom / picnic shelter 
facilities, playground and park¬ 
ing improvements, entrance 
landscaping, service road and 
bandstand. Dredging the lake and 
dam and spillway repair may also 
be done. 

Newer areas of the city would 
likely also see park development. 
As yet unspecified improvements 
would occur in the newly acquired 
Schrom Hills-Park near Hunting 
Ridge. Plans for these will be

neighborhood park (along Rhode 
Island Ave. just outside the Belt- 
way), Previously declared sur¬ 
plus, the land was proposed for 
transfer to the U.S. Department 
of Health and Human Services 
for eventual transfer to the 
Montgomery County C e r e b r a 1 
Palsy Association. However, 
whan the Association decided not 
to use the land, jurisdiction of 
the tract reverted back to BARC 
for excessing. NCPC recom¬ 
mends that the land be used as 
a park. 

Parcel 4—A 4.99-acre tract 
bounded by Cherry Hill Road, the 
Capital Beltway and local park 
land, the land is the remaining 
portion of 71 original acres which 
were conveyed to the Maryland- 
National Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission about 12 years 
ago. City, county, state and fed¬ 
eral officials recommend that the 
parcel be used for park and rec¬ 
reational purposes.

Parcel 13 ^s in the northern 
part of BARC, west of the Bal¬ 
timore-Washington Parkway and 
bordered on its northern perime¬ 
ter by Odell and Springfield 
Roads. Th s densely wooded tract 
serves primarily as a buffer zone 
providing aesthetic relief and 
isolation for other actively used 
BARC property. A large part of 
the land will remain floodplain. 

In recent years disposal of 
surplus lands was being accom¬ 
plished under President Reagans 
Executive Order 12348 dated 
February 25, 1982. This set up 
the Federal Property Review 
Board to screen available land 
for sale. The executive action was 
taken in the hope that sale pro¬ 
ceeds would help reduce the fed¬ 
eral deficit. But the effort ran 
into opposition from Congress 
and environmental groups. At 
the time Maryland Senator Paul 
Sarbanes objected to “this going- 
out - of-business - sale approach” 
tc federal lands. Sarbanes felt 
it was “ill-advised to : sell off 
long-term assets by the federal 
government to create short-term 
revenues against the national 
debt” 

Since then the Federal Prop¬ 
erty Review Board has been 
abolished and new guidelines for 
the management of the govern¬ 
ment's real property are being 
proposed.

Council Tidbits

On Monday. April 15 the City 
Council approved $2,400 for the 
Roosevelt Center charette, list¬ 
ened to a summary of proposed 
activities and fund raising by 
50th Anniversary Committee, 
and passed a resolution which 
would seek to urge the District 
of Columbia to consider raising 
the drinking age to 21. 

The council postponed a deci¬ 
sion to approve the transfer of

Vol¬ 
unteers will conduct a street and 
random telephone survey this 
weekend - April 25 through 28- 
Fiftieth Anniversary 
The Fiftieth Anniversary Com¬ 
mittee submitted a report at the 
council’s April 8 meeting on the 
status of its plans to celebrate 
Greenbelt’s 50th Anniversary and 
some related fund raising efforts. 
The council voted to accept the 
committee’s report, which in¬ 
cludes approval to solicit funds 
in exchange for copies of the 
50th Anniversary brochures on 
Greenbeit from realtors that do 
business in Greenbeit. Brochures 
could then be given to prospec¬ 
tive home owners. 

The funds will help support the 
anniversary celebration activi¬ 
ties.

eral agencies, the matter is 
turned over for resolution to the 
Office of Management and Bud¬ 
get. Previously the Federal 
Property Review Board played a 
major role in the excessing of 
lands. However the board is no 
longer in existence and new plans 
guiding the management of the 
government’s real property hold¬ 
ings are being drawn up by the 
Cabinet Council on Management 
(CCM). 

Several sources told the News 
Review that it appears the Rea¬ 
gan administration would prefer 
to address the disposition of sur- 
p 1 u s lands “administratively” 
rather than “legislatively.” CCM 
proposes that Congress stop re¬ 
viewing negotiated land sales 
made for less than $1 million. 
Presently, all negotiated sales of 
£1,000 or more must be cleared 
by Congress. 

Response to Proposal 

In commenting on the proposal 
for the biotechnology center, 
Robert Cosby, NCPC’s Director 
of Implementation and Review 
Section, observed: “From what 
we understand of the scale of the 
proposed building and its com¬ 
patible use, there will be no 
negative impact on the library.” 
He emphasized that BARC’s re¬ 
tention of 3.3 acres of Parcel 5 
would remain open, green and 
natural” to protect the library 
and that there would be no ad¬ 
verse development along Route 1. 

Jesse Jacobs, legislative assist¬ 
ant to Congressman Steny Hoyer, 
said that Hoyer. a long-time foe 
of disposing of BARC land, was 
studying the proposal. Hoyer’s 
initial reaction, Jacobs noted, 
was that “we look favorably 
upon the University of Mary¬ 
land’s interest in that parcel 
since it is compatible with 
BARC’s mission and future 
plans.” 

Similarly, Prince Georges 
County Executive Parris Glen- 
dening has given his nod of sup¬ 
port. Tim Ayers. Glendening’s 
press secretary, said “Glenden- 
ing has written letters support¬ 
ing the center and has offered 
assistance in helping the Uni¬ 
versity obtain grants.” 

In its draft proposal the Uni¬ 
versity stated that the biotech¬ 
nology center would aid in the 
county’s economic development 
because “it could attract private 
industry to locate in the area in 
order to be associated with the 
center and to be able to use its 
facilities.” 

Envisioned is a core research 
facility that would involve even¬ 
tually as many as a hundred 
scientists from BARC and the 
University. “Such a building 
would enhance the current im- 
j pressive research interactions 
between University and ARS 
(Agricultural Research Service) 
scientists,” the proposal states. 
There would be space for se¬ 
quencing laboratories, cell cul¬ 
ture collections and tissue culture 
facilities as well as for symposia 
and regularly scheduled seminars 
and a public display area “where 
the promise and reality of bio¬ 
technology can be presented to 
the public.” 

The University will seek as¬ 
sistance from federal, state and 
county officials for the acquisi¬ 
tion of the property. Initially a

services, if capital projects are 
not covered, he said. 

Not Enough? 

A major concern of the citizens 
was that $6 million was not 
enough money to accomplish all 
the needs listed under the bond 
issue. 

“The shopping list includes $2.5 
million for buildings alone, and 
this does not include the mu¬ 
seum,” said Warner Neupert, 
representing the Lakeside Civic 
Association. “How would the 
council put a limit on it (city 
building improvements) ?” he 
asked. “How are you going to set 
priorities ?” 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld respond¬ 
ed, “Once the money is allocated 
the (city) council will set pri¬ 
orities.” He said council would 
assess the most urgent needs 
after hearing from the advisory 
boards and the public. 

Neupert said voters would be 
disappointed if after voting for 
the bond issue, their project was 
not one chosen for completion by 
the council. “Just because it is 
on the list doesn’t mean it will 
happen,” he said. 

‘There are more projects on 
the list than we can accomplish,” 
conceded Weidenfeld. “We are 
looking at completion of all of 
these projects down the road.” 

Councilmember Richard Pilski 
said that his number one priority 
is the police department facility. 
The $2 million for the swim¬ 
ming pool is also locked in, he 
said. One area where he sees 
some leeway in allocating funds 
is park land acquisition and im¬ 
provement. On the other hand 
Councilmember White is deter¬ 
mined to see that parks receive 
their share.

Cliff Brown, representing the 
city’s Crime Prevention Commit¬ 
tee, spoke on the need for an 
improved police facility. He said, 
‘There is no place for officers to 
work in the current police fa¬ 
cility. No place for victims to be 
separated from suspects.” 

Brown said that under the 
Civil Rights Act, prisoners could 
sue and obtain damage if facili¬ 
ties are inadequate. If sued, the 
city is required to correct th # e 
facility whether it has the 
money or not, he said. 

Jose Morales, president of 
Springhill Lake Association, 
spoke in favor of the bond issue. 
He said, “It is important to let 
people know it is at the option 
of the city council which projects 
will be built.” 

Citizens who wish to vote in 
the May 14 referendum must reg¬ 
ister to vote in the city of Green- 
belt by Monday, May 6.
